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Britain Cuts 
Bank Rate 1%;

LONDON (AP)—The Bank of 
England Thursday reduced its 
interest rate from 7 to 6 per 
cent, allowing money to be bor- 
rowed at a cheaper rate. 

The result will be cheaper 
money throughout the sterling 
bioc, 


The nationalized bank in- 
creased the rate—known as the 


bank rate—from 5 to 7 per cent }- 


last Sept. 19 as one of the tough 
anti-inflationary. measures of 
the Government of Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Macmillan to protect 
the value of the British pound. 

Since that time the pound has 
strengthened on world financial 
markets. 


The 7 per cent rate was the 
highest since 1921. 
The reduction clearly indicat- 


. ed that the Government felt it 


had overcome the worst of the 
financial crisis which has beset 
Britain since last fall, especially 
after the abortive British inva- 
sion of Suez. 


There has been speculation |. 


recently that the Government 
might order a bank rate reduc- 
tion in order to counter any ad- 
verse effects in Britain of the 
American recession, 


In a statement accompanying 
the reduction to 7 per cent the 
Bank of Pngland said there was 
still a need further to streng- 
then the overseas monetary 
position but that speculative 
pressure against sterling had 
ceased. 

It emphasized, however, that 
nithough inflationary pressures 
have moderated at home the 
bank rate decrease did not im- 
piy any general relaxation in 
monetary. policy. 

Since the 7 per cent rate 
was put into effect and the 
tough credit squeeze intensified, 
Britain’s vital gold and dollar 
reserves—with which she fi- 
nances her trade with the rest 
of the world—has steadily in- 
creased,

To Help Employment 

LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — Brit- 
ain lopped 1 per cent off the 
Rank of England's record-high 
interest rate Thursday in a 
move to step up business acti 
vitvy and employment. 

Financial experts saw no 
direct link between the Govern- 
ment’s action here and similar 
anti-recession moves in the 
Lnited States last week. 

Other belt-tightening meas- 
ures remained in force. These 
include strict limitations on in- 
staliment buying of consumer 
goods, a ceiling on overall bank 
loans, “rationing” of capital 
shares issues and a straitjacket 
on Government expenses. 

Among the first reactions to 
the Government decision, the 
Bullding Societies Association 
said there was “not likely” to 
be any change in the rates of 
interest paid and charged by 
most home-loan societies.

TUNTS (AP)—Tunisian Presi- 
dent Habib Bourguiba Thursday 
reaffirmed his desire to main- 
tain his country on the side of 
the West, but launched a blis- 
tering demand that France pull 
her troops out of his “occupi- 
ed” country, 

Speaking on the second an- 
niversary of the day Tunisia 
obtained her independence, 
Bourguiba told a cheering audl- 
ence in the National Assembly 
that France had never under- 
stood the word “independence.” 

Bourguiba's words were also 
carried to the nation on the 
Government radio. 

He said, “The French troops 
which occupy our country will 
be evacuated. The turn of Bi- 
zerte (the big French naval 
base) will come. Its evacuation 
will also take place some day.’ 

The Tunisian President called 
upon his people to take up 


again the battle for Tunisian in- 
dependence. 

“T have said recently that we 
are not independent and that we 
must resume the battle because, 
I repeat, we wish our independ- 
ence and our complete sover- 
éignty provided in the protocol 
of March 20 (which was signed 
by France and Tunisia).” 

He condemned the proposal of 
French Premier Felix Gaillard 
for a Mediterranean pact as a 
subterfuge to retain control of 
Algeria. 

The Tunisian President im- 
plied he was hopeful the good 
offices mission led by Robert 
Murphy of the United. States 
and. Harold Beeley of Great 
Britain would succeed. They 
are currently in Paris meeting 
with Gaillard and other Govern- 
ment officials, 

They carried to Paris a re- 
portedly conciliatory offer from 
Bourguiba on the crisis which 
erupted Feb, 8 with the French 


bombing of a Tunisian village. 

The Tunisian President had 
intimated before that by Thurs- 
day he would need assurances 
of winning his fight with 
France or he. would have to 
turn from the West in. search 
of support, 


Gaillard in No Hurry 

PARIS (AP)—Premier Felix

Diem Salutes 
P.I. Struggle 
Against i eds 


MANILA (AP)-—South Viet- 
namese President Ngo Dinh 
Diem told « joint session of the 
Philippine Congress Thursday 
that the two Southeast Asian na- 
tiona are bound by the common 
struggle against communism. 


Diem, on a estate visit to the 
Philippines, said the Filipino 
people have “always set the ex- 
ample of am unequivocal atti- 
tude in international confer- 
ences in regard to the problem 
of com#miunism.” 


The President of the new re- 
public founded after the Indo- 
china War with the Reds In 
1954. also paid tribute to the 
Philippines for sending doctors, 
nurses and social workers to 
help the victims of that war. 

Later Thursday the President 
told a luncheon of Congressmen 
that the Philippines has made 
great progress toward perfec- 
tion of a democratic society and 
system of Govegnment. 


He said Vietriam is attempt- 
ing to build a democratic regime 
but the task is difficult in a na- 
tion in which half is free and 
half is slave. “Communists in 
the north are determined to un- 
dermine our efforts, disrupt our 
economy, sabotage our Govern- 
ment machinery and sway the 
populace with propaganda. 


“Placed on the front lines of 
the socalled cold war which is 
in every sense a war and in no 
sense a cold one, Vietnam is 
continually exposed to multiple 
dangers which threaten Ns po 
litical . stability.” 


Diem made both speeches in 
English with a strong French 
accent. He wore the native 
costume on arrival but switch- 
ed Thursday to double breast 
ed white tropical suit. 


Before Tiem spoke to the 
joint session he was introduced 
by House Foreign Affairs Chair- 
man Ramon Mitra who express- 
ed hope the Geneva agreement 
could be relaxed so it could 
open the way for admission of 
Vietnam to SEATO. 
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Mrs. J. Blyth, ome of the 
sponsors of the CCF (Christ- 
ian Children Fund), a world- 
wide relief organization for 
children with Ks headquar- 
ters im Richmond, Calif., ar- 
riving in Tokyo yesterday via 
NWA from the United States.

NEW YORK (AP)—New York 
City begins a probe Thursday of 
the loft building fire on Lower 
Broadway which took a toll of 
(24 liver—18 women and six 
men. Two state agencies also 
will enter the Inveatigation. 


The flash bleze, touched off by 
an explosion in a third-floor tex- 
tile plant Wednesday, shot 
smoke and flame into a fourth- 
floor underwear factory, causing 
panic among 36 workers. 


Many were burned beyond 
recognition, but a medical ex- 
aminer said most of the victims 
were asphyxiated before they 
were enguifed by flames. 


Fifteen persons were Injured. 
Three of them were treated and 
sent home Wednesday night. 
The remaining ion a 
truck driver who alded the fire- 
fightere—were hospitalized and 
two of them were described as 
in eritical condition. 


Although saying there was no 
evidence of fire law violations 
on the premises, Fire Commis- 
sioner Edward F. Cavanagh Jr. 
ordered an investigation. 

Loft buildings are warehouses 
or business buildings In which 
the .upper rooms usually take 
up the entire floor, often with- 
out partitions. 


At the scene of the blaze, 
where six women leaped from 
windows to the street, Cavanagh 
commented: 


“It would seem that panic 
played a most important role in 
this blaze. Some bodies were 
piled one on top of the other— 


: 


evidence of mass hysteria. 

“At least three jumped from 
windows where there was no 
evidence of smoke or flame.” 

The biage broke out when an 
oven exploded on the third 
floor of the textile factory in the 
five-story structure, 

A bolt of fabric was being 
treated In the oven when the 
blast came. The three employes 
on the third floor escaped wun- 
harmed, as did persons on all 
other floors but the fourth. 

Five alarms brought 200 fire- 
men and dozens of pieces of 
equipment to the scene, 

But it was almost two hours 
later before the firefighters, re- 
peatediy balked by intense heat 
and smoke, were able to enter 
the fourth floor by aerial ladder. 

They saw bodies piled atop 
one another. 

Some were heaped near the 
doorways, others lay under 
worktables and benches, and 
some were huddled near win- 


dows. 

Still allve amid the charred 
ruins were an unidentified wom- 
an and aman, The woman had 
saved her life by crawling into 
a large metal container which 
shielded her from the flames. 
The streams of water poured 
onto the fire cooled the metal 
enough to keep her from being 
roasted to death. The man was 
found flat on his face, hugging 
the floor. 

It was the worst fire in the 
city since Dec. 3, 1956, when 
nine persons perished and 247 
were injured in an explosion 
and fire on a Brooklyn pier.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Charles Potter (R-Mich.) Thurs- 
day disclosed a U.S. Defense 
Department contract to buy $21 
worth of Japanese- 
manufactured military trucks 
this year. He calied it a 
“shocking” agreement. 

He said the purchase starts 
& proposed five-year program 
of buying Japanese trucks for 
use by the Japanese armed 
services under the military as- 
sistance phase of the foreign 
aid program. 

The Defense Department con- 
firmed Potter's announcement, 
adding it decided on the pro- 
gram last year “after careful 
consideration.” 

“To my mind,” said Potter in 
a speech for the Senate, “it is 
unthinkable and unconscionable 
that our own people should be 
by-passed in this fashion, par- 
ticularly when we remember 
that their taxes are heiping to 
pay the bill.” 

Potter is seeking reelection 
this year in a state where wide- 
apread unemployment; primari- 
ly because of the prolonged 
slump in the automotive indus- 


try, preceded the nationwide 
recession, 


A Defense Department spokes- 
man said the United States will 
purchase Japanese versions of 
trucks used by the U.S. Army in 
World War U and no longer pro- 
duced in this country. He said 
thev will be manufactured In the 
Tokvo- Yokohama area. 


“TT we tried to produce them 
here,” the spokesman said, “it 
would mean complete retooling.” 
He said Japanese manufacture 
will be much cheaper. 


The spokesman said the World 
War Ilstyle trucks probably 
were desired because the Japa- 
nese armed services will find 
them easier to maintain than 
present models. 

When asked why no announce- 
ment of the plan was made last 
year, he replied, “We don’t an- 
nounce these things.”

24 Persons in Manhattan 


System Here 
Criticized 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP)— 
Americar officers are sharply 
critical of Japan's jet pilot train- 
ing program, Seripps-Howard 
correspondent Jim G. Lucas re- 
ported from Tokyo Wednesday. 

His dispatch said Japan has 
more than three times as many 
U.S.made jet fighter planes as 
she has qualified pilots. 

“U.S. Air Force officers train- 
ing the Japanese say Japan has 
289 U.S. F86 Sabrejets, and 70 
qualified pilots,” Lucas wrote. 


“She has an additional 440 
trainees in the pipeline, but 43 
out of 4 usually fail the course. 


“Of the 70 qualified pilots, 47 
have had to be reassigned to the 
training command as _ instruc- 
tors. The remaining 23, with a 
fighter wing at Chitose, Hokkai- 
do, make up the only combat- 
ready air force Japan could 
muster in an emergency. 

“The Americans blame the 
Japanese pilot selection proce- 
dures. They say the Japanese 
use no psychological -tests in 
picking their men, and conse- 
quently men break under the 
strain training. To correct 
this, a Japanese medical team 
is now in the United States to 
study our testing methods, 


“American advisory officers, 
however, reserve their sharpest 
criticism for the training pro 
gram itself. In the Japanese air 
force, this takes 36 months. Half 
of this—or 18 months—is con- 
sumed in basic training, during 
which the prospective pilot does 
not see a plane. 


“Only after he has become an 
officer does a Japanese learn 
whether he can also fly. Thus, 
the heaviest percentage of wash- 
outs comes after 20 months. The 
Americans say this is wasteful.” 


Reds Make Burma 
Ban ‘Iron Petticoat’ 


RANGOON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Rangoon police commis- 
sioner has banned public show- 
ing of the Bob Hope comedy 
film “Iron Petticoat” after a 
Russian Embassy protest that it 
tended to “cast a siur on Soviet 
womanhood.” 


One of the main characters 
in the film—a woman officer in 
the Soviet Air Force played by 
Katherine Hepburn—was shown 
“as a woman of loose charac- 
ter,” the embassy said. 


The Burmese Board of Film 
Censors earlier rejected the So- 
viet request saying the film was 
“harmiess and not likely to be 
taken seriously.” The embassy 
then took its protest to the Bur- 
mese Foreign Office.

Mrs. Terasaki and Mariko re- 
turned to the United States in 
1949 at the persuasion of her 
husband for the sake of Mari- 
ko'’s education. The story closes 
with the death of Terasaki. She 
now has two grandchildren, 

The book has heen so titled in 
expression of her desire to be 
come a bridge between Japan 
and the United States, 

Hisajiro Oyama, publisher and 
owner of the Ovama Publishing 
Co., was ao impressed with the 
book that he decided to publish 
the translation for the sake of 
Japanese readers. The transla- 
tion was done by Mariko Nitta. 
a young Japanese girl educated 
in the United States. The cover 
of the book was adopted from 
a picture painted by the au- 
thoress’ daughter at the age of 
nine,

The other Malayan entries, 
E. L.. (David) Choong, I, Arasad- 
nan and H. S. Parmar, all 
unseeded, were eliminated in 
the second after receiving first 
round byes. 

The most thrilling match of the 
day was Eddie Choong’s third 
round match against So Nilsson, 
Sweden's third ranked player, 
who is making his first visit to 
England. Choong won, 15-11, 
18-17. 

Earlier Choong had swept 
through Colin Bartlett of South 
Africa in 15 minutes to win 
15-6, 15-8. 

Finn Kobbero of Denmark, 
whom Choong is seeded to 
meet in the final, reached the 
quarter-finals in convincing 
Style, and remains the Male- 
yan's biggest threat. No seed- 
ed men have yet been eliminat- 
ed, but there is a different story 
in the women’s event. 

Three of the seeded women— 
Mrs. E, Timperley and Mrs. W. 
Rogers of England, and Miss Y. 
Kelly of Ireland were eliminat-

Biggest surprise of the day 
was caused by P. Pattapongse 
of Thalland, the first plaver 
from her country to play in the 
championships.

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Ishkov Still 
Adamant on 
Fishery Issue 


MOSCOW (Kyodo) — Japa- 
nese Ambassador to Moscow 
Suemtteu Kadowaki Wednesday 
met A. A. Ishkov, head of the 
fishery department of the State 
Planning Commission, for 
some three hours but failed in 
his attempt to persuade the So- 
viet official to change his 
strong stand on Japan’s salmon 
fishing operations. 


Kadowaki said after the 
meeting that he got the im- 
pression that there was no 
room for further discussions on 
a technical level on the fishery 
jasue, 


The Japanese envoy asked 
that Russia ease its proposal 
made earlier setting Japan's sal- 
mon catch quota for this year 
at 80,000 tons and retract its 
demand for a ban on Japanese 
fishing fleeta from the Sea of 
Okhotsk, 


Ishkov, however, declared 
that Russia would not be able 
to agree to Japan's 145,000-ton 
catch plan since the figure far 
exceeded the 120,000 tons set 
for last year, which, he claim 
ed, was a bumper year for sai- 
mon fishing. 


He also reiterated Russia's 
previous stand on the Okhotsk 
Sea ban and said his country 
would not be able to change 
its policy,

Ministry Urging 
Cotton Yarn Slash 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry yesterday 
decided to recommend cotton 
spinners to “seal” 30 per cent of 
their production equipment dur- 
ing the April-June period as an 
antirecession measure. 


The ministry will ask the 
industry to set up a committee 
composed of representatives of 
eotton spinners and the minis- 
try to supervise enforcement of 
the measure. 


The ministry also decided to 
urge rayon filament manufac- 
turers to maintain the current 
production reduction averaging 
50 per cent in the same period. 

A spokesman said the minis- 
try expected the 30 per cent cut 
would reduce the present daily 
production of 196,000 bales of 
cotton varn to 180,000, 

He said total inventories of 
rayon filament yarn—which 
stood at 28 million pounds at 
the end of January—wouild 
shrink to 10 miiliion pounds at 
the end of June as a result of 
the mill operation curtailment. 


U.K. Raises Quota 
Of Salmon Import 


LONDON ({AP)—Britain will 
impert $12,600,000 worth of 
earned salmon from North 
America in the 12 months from 
June, the Board of Trade an- 
nounced Thursday. 

This is $2,800,000 more than 
the current quota. Two-thirds 
of these imports come from 
Canada.

OSAKA—Quotations in the 
Osaka sugar market registered 
an over-all rise yesterday as 
feats of a short supply mount- 
ed in the face of Taiwan's re- 
ported suspension of trade with 
Japan. 

The biggest rise was quoted 
for April delivery, which jump- 
ed ¥1.40 to ¥46.70 per kin. Other 
categories of delivery also went 
up between ¥0.30 and ¥1.00. 

Sugar refinery circles here 
said 70,000 to 80,000 tons of Tal- 
wanese sugar remained to be 
jmported out of the goal of 300,- 
000 tons for fiscal 1957 ending 
this *month, 

Failure to import this 
amount, which approximates 
ene month’s consumption in 
Japan, would hamper the pro 
duction plan of Japanese sugar 
refineries, and cause a_ short 
supply of sugar in Japan, at 
jeast temporarily. 

They said Japan could not be 
expected at a moment's notice 
to buy this amount of sugar 
from other foreign countries. 

Japan, they said, plans to im- 
port 350,000 to 400,000 tons of 
Taiwanese sugar during fiscal 
1958 beginning next month. 

Should Taiwan's trade sever- 
ance be prolonged, they said 
Japan would have to switch the 
large amounts of import from 
Taiwan to Cuba and other na- 
tions. 

They feared this would have 
considerable effects upon the 
world sugar market and cause 
higher quotations in the New 
York sugar market, 


Long Freight War 
Nearing Its End 


NEW YORK (AP)—The ocean 
freight rate war on cargo from 
‘Japan will soon come to an offi- 
cial end, the Journal of Com- 
merce reports. 

This war, which erupted four 
years ago, has been relatively 
quiet during the past vear, the 
business newspaper noted. 

Involved are the 26 member 
lines of the Japan-Atiantic and 
Gulf Conference and the Trans- 
Pacific Freight Conference, both 
of which set rates on U.S. in- 
bound cargo from Japan. 

The publication said top offi- 
clals of most of the linea con- 
cerned reported to be agreed 
that cargo rates on commodi- 
ties moving in these trades 
would be closed as of April 1. 
The tariffs would be fixed, with 
a few exceptions, at rates which 
had prevailed on an “open 
basis” during recent months, the 
journal said. 

A committee with full pow- 
ere to investigate any com- 
plaints would be established to 
prevent malpractices which led 
to the rate war, the publica- 
tion added. 

R. 3S.. Wintemute, present 
chairman pf the two confer- 
ences, is expected to act as sec- 
retary of this committee. 

The Japan inbound rate war 
was one of the longest and 
costliest in recent times. At one 
time rates dropped to as little 
as 30 per cent of the previous 
conference rates. 


4 Swedish Banks 
Save Shipping Firm 


STOCKHOLM (Kyodo-UP) — 
Four of Sweden's biggest banks 
Wednesday took over one of the 
country’s biggest shipbuilding 
concerns to have it from finan- 
cial disaster. 

After week-long negotiations, 
industrialist Gustaf Thorden 
agreed to his Uddevalla shipping 
yards’ being taken over by a 
group of four banks who saved 
the concern from ruin by as- 
suring it immediate credit of 40 
million Swedish crowns ($8 mil- 
lion). s 

Without these credits the con- 
cern would have been forced to 
cease operation within a few 
days.

Red China Slack 


OSAKA—Trade between local 
merchants and Communist China 
is in a slack condition, and hopes 
for future improvement are equ- 
ally slim, the Osaka Customs 
Office reveals, 

According to customs records 
during the calendar year 1957, 
published recently by the office, 
Osaka's exports and imports to 
and from Red China during the 
period amounted to ¥1,730 mil 
lion and ¥2.330 million, respec- 
tively, far below the estimates 
made at the beginning of the 
year. The figures represented 
only 88 per cent and &.1 per 
cent, respectively, of the na- 
tional total exports to and im- 
ports from that country. 

Of last year’s trade handled 
at Osaka port, exports to con- 
tinental China occupied 1.9 
per cent and imports from there 
accounted for 1.5 per cent, 

Among the various commodl- 
ties shipped last year to the 
Chinese mainiand, the largest 
part, or 33 per cent, was taken 
up by steel materials valued 
at ¥583 million. This was fol- 
lowed by machinery and chem- 
ical fertilizer, which were ex: 

rted to the value of ¥290 mil- 
ion and ¥246 million, respec- 
tively, Export of textiles and 
sundry goods showed discourag: 
ing results. 

As for imports from Red 
China, raw hides totaled ¥363 
million, followed by ¥343 mil- 
lion worth of coal and ¥338 
million worth of pig iron. A 
peculiar feature of last year’s 
imports from Red China was 
that pig iron was newly added 
to the items, while there was 
no import of rice, which held 
the foremost position among im- 
ports from that country in the 
preceding year. Another not- 
able fact was that imports of 
Chinese soybeans dropped 
largely, 

As an outstanding reason for 
slack business with Red China, 
it may be pointed out that the 
conclusion of the fourth trade 
pact with Peiping, which was 
scheduled for last May, Was 
protracted until the present 
month, 

Even though a trade agree- 
ment has been reached between 
the two nations it is predicted 
that no appreciable increase 
will be made in the exports of 
textile and sundry goods manu- 
.actured by small enterprises in 
the Osaka area.

Quotas Demanded 
On Japan Plywood 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
Rep. Prince H. Preston, called 
Wednesday for import quotas on 
Japanese plywood that would al- 
low domestic producers to main- 
tain a fair share of the U.S. 
market. 

Appearing before the Ways 
and Means Committee, Preston 
charged that Japan had violat- 
ed its voluntary export restric- 
‘jon agreements by exceeding 
ita own quota every year since 
1955. 

The committee went Wednes- 
day into the 23nd day of its 
hearings on legislation to ex- 
tend the President's authority to 
extend reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. 

Preston’s plea for plywood re- 
strictions was supported by Wil- 
liam Ashby, a Jackson, Tenn., 
lumber company owner and 
chairman of the import commit- 
tee of the Fine Hardwoods 
Assn., which represents com- 
mercial veneer makers. 

Preston said: “Frankly I do 
not have much faith in agree 
ments dependent entirely upon 
the goodwill of foreign Govern- 
ments or even on the judgment 
of administrative agencies of our 
own Government.” 

He said in 1951 Japan suppl!- 
ed only one per cent. of Ameri- 
can plywood consumption. But 
by 1957 it was providing 42 per 
cent of the consumption. 
“Operating through a cartel 
Japanese plywood exporters,”. he 
said, “have increased their capa- 
city 400 per cent since 1951 and 
continued to expand, virtually 
threatening to dump this in- 
creased output on the American 
market unless some restrictive 
agreement or legislation is writ- 
ten to prevent this load of cheap 
plywood products from entering 
the United States.” 

Preston charged that Congress 
had been excessively willing to 
abdicate its responsibilities in 
the field of tariff legislation. 

“At the very least, Congress 
should exercise the veto over 
trade agreements in order that 
American business receives fair 
consideration,” he argued. 

Ashby singled out Philippine 
mahogany imports as a reason 
for the drop in domestic hard- 
wood veneer shipments. He said 
the chief types of other “wood 
were being imported from Japan 
and bore a Close resemblance to 
genuine mahogany. 

He urged establishment on an 
absolute import quota on hard- 
wood plywood, and other pro- 
cedures that would grant quota 
relief to American industries.

In most parts of the world not so many years ago a 
taboo was still associated with the public discussion of ve- 
nereal diseases, This and the contagious nature of the dis- 
eases gave rise to a serious public health problem. 

With our more enlightened approach today, however, 
we still have not come close to eradicating these scourges, 
A persistent and costly effort is required even to keep them 


from spreading further, As 


with everything else in this 


shrinking world, too, the problem of containing VD requires 
cooperation among the nations. 

The current meeting of experts from 11 West Pacific 
territories and nations for a seminar on VD control in 
itself marks a significant advance. Sponsored by the World 
Health Organization, it is but one more manifestation of 
the working level contribution that the United Nations is 
making for human benefit through its various agencies. 

Japan, outside of her role as host, has a special interest 


in this meeting. Or, to put 
is ideally timed for us.

Thus, thongh we may take pride in the gradual decline 
in VD achieved over the past decade, we are at a crucial 
point now where redoubled efforts are called for. 

We may hope that the current seminar will produce 
some pointers on how to cope with the situation. For one 
thing, it has already served to give the subject much-need- 
ed publicity, and we hope this presages a nationwide cam- 
paign to educate the public on VD control.

Friday, March 21 

Asahi Shimbun urged the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union to reconsider their hither- 
to assumed attitudes in an ef- 
fort to ease the prevailing world 
tensions. The paper's comment 
was made with reference to 
Soviet Russia's March 14 Sstate- 
ment reaffirming its policy of 
non-participation in any disar- 
mament talks and calling for a 
summit conference as the only 
alternative to solve the disar- 
mament issue. The paper said 
that the United Nations should 
take up the disarmament issue. 
If the Soviet Union sticks to the 
summit conference plan, it 
should assume responsibility 
for making the summit talks 
successful, the paper said, The 
Tiniited States, too, is called on 
to study the Russian proposal 
‘made in the statement instead 
of summarily turning it down. 
All nations are longing for a 
summit conference to ease the 
tense world situation. 


Mainichi Shimbun criticized 
Government's clumsiness in its 
Nationalist China policy which 
caused the Taiwan Government's 
anger at the conclusion of the 
fourth JapanCommunist China 
private trade pact. Simply on 
the grounds that the pact is a 
private agreement, the Govern- 
ment falled to make any efforts 
to seek understanding from the 
Nationalist Chinese Govern- 
ment on the matter, the paper 
regretted. In order to avoid 
unnecessary friction between 
Taiwan and this nation, the 
Government should have mace 
efforta to appease Nationalist 
China prior to the conclusion of 
the private trade pact. Instead, 
the Government did nothing 
until the Nationalist Chinese 
Government's dissatisfaction 
came to the fore, the paper said, 


Yomiuri Shimbun commented 
on a guidance book on the mor- 
al education course to be enforc- 
ed from April in primary and 
secondary schools adopted 
by the Education Ministry. No 
one but the Japen Teachers 
Union will oppose the need for 
a moral education course in the 
nation’s schools, the paper said. 
However, it is problematical 
whether the guidance book will 
really serve to raise the young- 
er generation's moral levels, the 
paper said. In compiling the 
hook, the morality subcommit- 
tee of the Teaching Materials 
Study Committee spent only 
seven hours in studying the 
draft, the paper said. Thus 
viewed, jt is clear that the guid- 
ance book js far from complete 
ov a guide on the basis of which 
the moral education course is 
given to primary and secondary 
school pupils, the paper said. 


Chuba Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) took up the reunification 
of farmers unions such ag the 
Japan Farmers Union schedul- 
ed for March 24. With a rally 
to reunite the split bodies im- 
minent, the unions conoerned 
are still unable to work out 
concrete measures for reunifi- 
cation and the action policy to 
be pursued after their reorgani- 
zation into a single body, the 
paper regretted. The newly 
integrated body will be requir- 
ed, before anything else is 
done, to work out a policy to 
stabilize the pricea of agricul- 
tural products and a rational 
system of distribution of the 
products, the paper said. The 
new body will also have to 
solve such problems as surplus 
labor in agrarian communities 
and aid to small and medium 
enterprises, the paper said,

He has gone 
far to persuade the Western 
allies on this side of the Atlan- 
tic that there has been a real 
and deep change in the Soviet 
eystem since Stalin's death, 
which makes the Kremlin's 
purposes somehow less menac- 
ing to the West, 

Finally, and perhaps most 
important of all, there is the 
strange. inevitable, acidly sol- 
vent effect on all opinion of 
the nuclear nightmare in which 
humanity now lives. Until the 
Sputnik, all but the experts 
continued to operate on the as- 
sumption that the comfortable, 
familiar, everyday world had 
not been greatly altered, H- 
bombs or no H-bombs. The 
Sputnik luridly illuminated the 
altered landscape, showing that 
the nuclear nightmare was the 
reality and the comfortable, 
familiar, everyday world was 
the dream. 

Having seen this nightmare 
landscape with opened eyes, the 
British are reasonably deter- 
mined to avoid an H-bomb war 
at almost any cost. They can- 
not any longer hope to avoid 
war by the old British method, 
of maintaining a stable balance 
of power. Doing that, if it is 
done at all, must be an Amer- 
ican responsibility. And so they 
hunger for negotiation-just-for- 
negotiation’s sake, and a parallel 
optimism about the Kremlin is 
stronger now in Britain than in 
any other Western power, even 
though Britain is most directly 
menaced by the Kremlin's unre- 
mitting attempt to cripple the 
West by wellaimed flank at- 
tacks.

RADIO MOSCOW (Via Radio 
press)—-The importance of the 
problems raised by the Soviet 
Union is obvious. In the West, 
too, the use of outer space is 
being discuased. President 
Eisenhower, for one, proposes 
a ban on the testing of rockets 
for military purposes in outer 
space, 

At first glance it might seem 
that this proposal is fully in 
keeping with the spirit of the 
times for it has the purpose of 
protecting the people from the 
dangers of a devastating atomic 
war. But a closer study of the 
American proposal reveals that 
this is not so. 

One cannnot fail to note that 
the American proposal singu- 
larly leaves out intercontinent- 
al ballistic missiles from the 
general problem of disarma- 
ment, The United States urges 
the banning of sending rocket 
with nuclear warheads into 
outer space. Very well, but 
what about short range and in- 
termediate range rockets with 
nuclear warheads? This ques- 
tion is left unanswered by the 
American proposal, 

We know that it fs no secret 
that Washington is hatching 
plans to build atomic and 
rocket bases on the territories

The question of putting up 
atomic and rocket bases in 
Asian countries was raised at 
the recent Manila meeting of 
SEATO, another military bloc. 
The first steps have now been 
taken to put these plang into 
practice. Britain for one is 
known to have agreed to the 
building of American rocket 
bases on her territory. 


It is obvious too that the 
policy of building rocket bases 
for attack increases the danger 
of a devastating atomic war 
breaking out. By proposing a 
ban On the military use of outer 
space, the United States wants 
to avert any retaliation by in 
tercontinental weapons but at 
the same time keep many nu- 
clear and rocket bases on _ for- 
eign Leese which are intend- 


ed for attac peaceful coun- 
tries, 
Consequently, the American 


proposal is by no means in the 
interests of international secur- 
ity. The Soviet Government 
approaches the problem quite 
differently. It proposes con- 
cluding a broad international 
agreement which would provide 
for a ban on the use of outer 
space for military purposes and 
permit states to launch rockets 
into outer space only in accor- 
dance with coordinated inter- 
national approval, 

The agreement at first should 
also provide for the abolition 


, Of all military bases in foreign 


territory; first of all, in Europe, 
the Middle East and North 
Africa. To assure its observance 
the Soviet Government proposes 
the setting up of an internation- 
al body within the framework of 
the United Nations. 

It is not difficult to see that 
the Soviet proposal really has 
the aim of averting the menace 
of a nuclear war involving the 
use Of rockets. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment wishes the latest 
achievements of science and en- 
gineering to be used for peace- 
ful purposes only and outlines 
a complete program on inter- 
national cooperation in this field.
